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The  Ragle  Years 


1972-1983 


In  1971,  John  W.  Ragle  was  direct- 
ing Dartmouth's'  new  MALS 
(Master  of  Arts  in  Liberal  Studies)  pro- 
gram when  he  received  the  appoint- 
ment as  the  twenty-fifth  headmaster  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  No 
stranger  to  the  Academy,  Mr.  Ragle 
first  served  on  the  Governor  Dummer 
faculty  from  1947  through  1950  as  an 
English  and  elementary  French  teacher. 
He  also  coached  football,  hockey  and 
baseball  and  was  a  dormitory  master. 
In  1953,  he  returned  for  a  one-year  ap- 
pointment as  writer  in  residence,  coach 
and  dorm  master,  during  which  time 
he  researched  and  began  writing  the 
bicentennial  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  History,  1763-1963. 
"Through  his  reseach,"  observes  one  of 
his  colleagues,  "Jack  knew  more  about 
the  founding  and  ancestors  of  GDA 
than  perhaps  any  other  single  person 
and  brought  this  appreciation  for  her 
past  into  his  present-day  leadership." 

In  his  inaugural  address  on  October 
28,  1972,  Mr.  Ragle  said,  "I  have  a 
plan,  a  two-part  plan:  first,  to  watch 
and  to  learn,  to  make  whatever  daily 
decisions  fall  my  lot,  but  primarily  to 
match  strides  with  the  school,  to  catch 
its  rhythm,  its  direction,  its  momen- 
tum; then,  to  find  out  ways  to 
preserve  its  strengths  and  its  virtues, 
and  if  possible,  to  embellish  them..." 
This  he  has  done. 


As  most  family  and  friends  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  now 
know,  Mr.  Ragle  is  retiring  as  Head- 
master in  June,  1983.  His  specific  plans 
are  still  being  formulated,  but  general- 
ly he  anticipates  teaching  English  either 
at  the  secondary  or  the  college  level 
and  to  doing  some  writing. 

A  search  committee  chaired  by 
President  Carl  A.  Pescosolido,  Jr.  '55 
and  including  trustees  Shirley  S. 
French  P'76,  Edgar  F.  Kaiser,  Jr.  '61, 
George  E.  McGregor,  Jr.  '51,  David  L. 
Powers  '52  P'79,  Nathan  N.  Withing- 
ton  '58  is  at  work  to  recommend  his 
successor  to  the  full  Board  of  Trustees. 
Faculty  representatives  to  the  commit- 
tee are  Wally  Rowe,  Chairman  of  the 
English  Department,  and  Kathy  Guy,  a 
Spanish  teacher.  John  Witherspoon, 
faculty  emeritus,  is  serving  as 
secretary.  The  committee  has  retained 
Carl  Andrews  Associates  of  New 
Canaan,  Connecticut,  to  help  in  its 
efforts. 

In  Jack  Ragle's  ten  years,  through 
1982,  as  Headmaster,  Governor  Dum- 
mer has  completed  the  transition  suc- 
cessfully from  an  all-male  school  to  a 
coeducational  institution  with  a  cur- 
rent enrollment  of  340  students,  up 
from  290  in  1970.  Applications  for  ad- 
mission are  at  the  highest  level  in  her 
219  year  history.  The  operating  budget 
has  grown  from  $1.3  million  to  $3.2 


million,  endowment  from  $900,000  to 
$3.6  million,  annual  giving  from 
$67,000  to  $235,000,  and  a  $2  million 
capital  campaign  has  been  successfully 
completed.  Faculty  salaries  have  risen 
from  the  bottom  third  of  the  spectrum 
for  independent  schools  in  New 
England  to  substantially  above  the  me- 
dian. The  campus  and  facilities  have 
seen  many  major  improvements:  the 
rerouting  of  Elm  Street  from  the  middle 
of  the  campus  and  construction  of  a 
footbridge  over  the  bypass;  the  con- 
struction of  the  Peter  Marshall  French 
Student  Center  and  of  the  Murphy- 
Frost  Arena. 

In  the  following  pages,  we  attempt 
to  profile  the  contributions  of  this  man 
to  the  life  of  Governor  Dummer. 

When  one  asks  others  —  those  who 
have  known  him  well  over  the  years  — 
for  words  to  describe  Jack,  words  such 
as  "educator",  "humanitarian",  "recon- 
ciler", "thorough",  "precise",  "down- 
to-earth",  "scholarly",  "dedicated", 
"caring",  and  "jovial"  are  used.  Direc- 
tor of  Admissions,  Michael  Moonves, 
sums  it  this  way.  "He  is  a  good,  decent 
man  with  a  tough  job.  Everyone  —  stu- 
dent and  faculty  alike  —  knows  he  or 
she  is  going  to  get  a  fair  shake.  Your  in- 
terests are  his  interests,  not  cut  and 
dried." 

"Jack  Ragle  is  not  a  'figurehead' 
headmaster",  reflects  Buster  Navins, 
long-time  faculty  member  (now 
retired)  and  friend.  "He  is  a  warm  and 
caring  individual  who  is  always  sup- 
portive of  the  activities  of  his  faculty 
and  students,  alumni  and  parents.  He 
is  genuinely  interested  in  people  and  is 
an  easy  person  to  talk  to.  Jack  has  no 
airs  about  him." 

Mac  Murphy,  another  of  Jack's 
closest  friends,  describes  him,  in  terms 
of  his  educational  philosophy,  as  a 
classicist,  as  "one  who  will  observe  and 
listen  and  then  take  the  best  of 
whatever  he  finds." 


It  certainly  was  a  great  privilege  and 
a  rewarding  experience  for  me  to  have 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  when 
Jack  Ragle  was  Headmaster  of  the 
Academy.  With  a  deep  commitment  to 
academic  excellence,  a  dedication  to 
faculty,  students  and  administration, 
jack,  with  humility,  patience  and 
understanding,  has  provided  the 
leadership  and  vision  to  ensure  the 
future  years  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.

"When  he  was  a  student  at  Phillips 
Exeter  and  the  University  of  Chicago," 
continues  Mac,  "he  received  vigorous 
training  in  the  roots  of  Western 
civilization.  In  his  administration  at 
Governor  Dummer  he  has  made  sure 
we  do  not  cut  those  roots  in  our  past. 
He  has  been  for  change  but  not  just  for 
the  sake  of  change.  Yet,  he  is  open  to 
suggestion,  innovation,  anything 
good." 

These  characteristics,  then  some- 
what describe  Jack  Ragle  and  his  style 
of  leadership.  He  is  a  man  totally  com- 
mitted to  his  job  and  to  Governor 
Dummer.  He  is  both  an  educator  and 
an  administrator.  As  a  teacher,  his  aim 
is  to  help  each  student  develop  to  his 
fullest  capacity;  as  an  administrator, 
his  course  is  to  respect  the  past,  ex- 
amine the  current  facts  and  options, 
seek  opinions  of  others  in  the  process 
of  deciding  upon  the  path  to  follow  — 
yet  when  necessary  he  will  make  the 
decision  that  must  fall  to  him  alone.  As 
an  administrator  he  delagates  respon- 
sibility and  authority  and  expects  per- 
formance and  follow-through. 

"And,"  adds  Mac,  "he  is  aided  by  a 
keen  sense  of  humor." 


Jack  has  a  good  facility  for  working 
with  the  Board  —  he  is  visibly  liked 
and  respected.  I  always  find  him  easy 
to  work  with.  He  has  a  good  sense  of 
humor  and  an  excellent  grasp  of  detail. 

He  exerts  a  steady,  dependable ,  able 
leadership  and  commands  great  loyalty 
from  the  Board,  faculty  and  students. 
He  has  attracted  an  outstanding  group 
to  work  at  the  school  and  has  kept 
them. 

The  evidence  of  his  abilities  and 
leadership  are  all  those  in  the  growth  of 
the  school,  the  improvements  in  the 
plant,  the  attention  to  energy  pro- 
blems, the  summer  use  of  the  campus, 
the  admissions  policies,  athletic 
successes  and,  of  course,  the  transition 
to  co-education  which  was  handled 
with  amazing  skill  and  smoothness. 
GDA  is  a  better  place  today  because  of 
Jack.

When  Mr.  Ragle  talks  about  "his" 
major  contributions  to  the  life  of 
Governor  Dummer,  he  talks  about  the 
parts  played  in  them  by  so  many 
others.  He  separates  them  into  two 
categories:  first,  those  affecting  the  stu- 
dent body,  faculty  and  programs  and, 
second,  those  involving  the  physical 
plant. 


He  is  most  pleased  with  "continuing 
the  tradition  of  gathering  and  main- 
taining a  faculty  that  really  cares  about 
and  is  deeply  committed  to  working 
and  living  with  young  people."  He  is 
proud  that  "Governor  Dummer  carries 
out  its  particular  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion as  well  as  any  school  anywhere." 

He  is  happy  with  the  smooth  transi- 
tion to  and  integration  of  girls,  most 
recently  boarding  girls,  on  the  campus 
and  with   the  continuing  increase  of 


women  throughout  the  faculty.  In  his 
judgement,  coeducation  at  Governor 
Dummer  has  from  the  first  been  a 
positive  force  in  the  school. 

He  believes  the  administrative  and 
department  leaders  in  the  Academy 
have  responded  well  to  the  charge  to 
develop  strong  academic  and  student- 
life  programs  and  he  likes  the  manner 
in  which  these  same  people,  through  a 
sound  organizational  structure,  par- 
ticipate in  the  management  of  the 
Academy.  "Jack  gave  us  the  opportuni- 
ty,"   observes    Tom    Mercer,    former 


chairman  of  the  English  Department, 
"to  develop  and  implement  programs 
in  our  areas.  He  let  go  of  the  reins 
which  helped  us  grow." 

Jack  is  pleased  with  the  rising 
strength  of  the  arts,  religion  and 
counseling  programs,  all  directed  to 
meeting  more  fully  the  needs  of 
students.  He  is  happy  that  Latin  has 
prospered  when  for  a  time  it  looked  as 
if  it  would  disappear.  He  has  watched 
with  satisfaction  as  computer  science 
has  taken  its  place  in  the  curriculum.

In  a  way  it  was  a  bit  strange  to  think 
of  the  headmaster  as  one  whom  I  had 
known  as  a  younger  colleague  and 
whom  I  had  seen  in  the  summer  as  he 
did  his  research  for  the  History  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy.  Would 
this  younger  fellow  (actually  only  5 
years  younger  than  I)  be  able  to  take 
charge  of  a  school  which  his 
predecessor  had  brought  through  the 
unrest  of  the  late  60's  -  early  70s  era 
and  which,  though  eminently  sound, 
was  still  suffering  aftereffects? 

There  were  still  students  who  felt 
that  they  should  do  their  own  thing 
under  any  circumstances,  and  there 
were  still  faculty  who  were  restless  for 
one  reason  or  another.  It  was  Jack's 
challenge  to  keep  the  act  together,  and 
I  frankly  wondered  whether  he  might 
not  be  too  much  of  a  gentleman  to  do 
it.  I  need  not  have  worried.  He  kept  his 
standards  as  a  gentleman,  and  within  a 
couple  of  years,  some  rough  ad- 
ministrative edges  were  smoothed,  and 
our  attention  turned  much  more  to 
building  the  future  and  less  to  patching 
up  the  past. 


I  certainly  think  of  lack  as  an  effec- 
tive headmaster.  He  calmed  a  stiuation 
which  was  still  feeling  the  effects  of  the 
Vietnam  years.  He  built  a  new  and  effi- 
cient administrative  team.  He  con- 
ducted the  only  completely  successful 
capital  fund  drive  in  my  years  at  the 
Academy.  He  stabilized  the  faculty  and 
gave  it  a  student  body  with  enough 
spirit  and  ideas  to  keep  it  interesting, 
but  firmly  supportive  in  its  attitude 
toward  the  school. 

My  personal  experience  in  working 
for  and  with  lack  could  not  have  been 
more  pleasant.  lack  made  my  last  years 
at  Governor  Dummer  the  most  en- 
joyable and  the  least  wearing  of  my  en- 
tire career. 

In  an  era  in  which  the  average  tenure 
of  a  headmaster  is  seven  years,  Jack 
Ragle,  in  my  opinion,  has  done  a 
remarkably  fine  job.  Governor  Dum- 
mer is  fortunate  to  have  had  him  in 
charge,  and  those  of  us  who  worked 
with  him  were  privileged  to  do  so.

When  I  was  a  freshman  at  GDA  in 
1971,  there  were  three  Academy-wide 
issues  that  had  the  community  buzz- 
ing: the  presence  of  girls  as  students, 
Valleau  Wilkie's  announcement  early 
in  the  fall  that  coats  and  ties  for  boys 
were  no  longer  required  for  classes  and 
a  subsequent  announcement  that  he 
would  be  leaving  GDA.  I'm  not  sure 
which  of  these  issues  affected  me  more: 
girls  were  pretty  new  to  me  anyway, 
my  mother  had  outfitted  me  with  three 
new  jackets  and  a  collection  of  ties  to 
match  and  I  knew  Mr.  Wilkie  only 
slightly  through  some  of  my  brothers 
who  had  attended  the  Academy. 
However,  it  became  clear  to  me  and 
many  of  my  friends  that  the  girls  were 
great,  the  coats  and  ties  a  bummer 
anyway  and  that  Mr.  Wilkie  was  very 
highly  regarded  by  upper  classmen, 
parents  and  alumni  and  that  he  would 
be  very  difficult  to  replace. 

The  following  fall,  the  student  body 
assembled  in  Thompson  Auditorium. 
There  were  even  more  girls,  no  one 
wore  a  coat  or  tie  except  members  of 
the  faculty,  Valleau  Wilkie  was  gone 
and  lack  Ragle  stood  before  us  for  the 
first  time.  He  was  mild-mannered, 
maybe  even  awkward  at  first,  totally 
unpretentious  and  otherwise  a  total 
mystery.  Since  that  time,  Jack  Ragle 
has  quietly  unfolded  as  the  Academy 
has  leaped  into  one  of  the  most  produc- 
tive periods  in  its  history.  In  so  many 
areas,  too  many  to  enumerate ,  Jack  has 
with  a  steady  hand  developed  the 
Academy's  academic  and  social 
resources  beyond  what  most  people 
probably  thought  possible. 

I  know  too  well  why  people  were 
upset  when  Valleau  Wilkie  left  GDA. 
lack  Ragle's  shoes  are  now  the  tough 
ones  to  fill.

In  a  recent  meeting  with  a  founda- 
tion official,  he  was  asked  what  were, 
in  his  opinion,  the  strongest  and 
weakest  programs  in  the  curriculum. 
His  response  was:  "A  few  years  ago  I 
would  have  specified  that  we  were 
weak  in  certain  areas;  now  I  feel  that 
we  have  achieved  better  balance 
throughout  the  school  program.  One 
high  priority  I  yearn  to  see  accomplish- 
ed very  soon  is  the  funding  and  com- 
pletion of  a  much-needed  facility, 
already  on  the  drawingboard,  for  the 
visual  arts  program."

Jack  Ragle  is  proud  that  Governor 
Dummer  has  maintained  and  strength- 
ened her  academic  posture  during  the 
past  ten  years,  that  her  student  body  is 
strong  and  healthy,  yet  diversified, 
that  the  students  are  offered  the  oppor- 
tunity for  an  education  which  is  broad 
and  deep  both  academically  and  social- 

ly. 

In  reflecting  upon  the  physical 
changes  to  the  campus,  Mr.  Ragle 
observes  that  "what  we  have  been  able 
to  do  through  the  leadership  of  the 
trustees  and  support  of  alumni,  parents 
and  friends  is  to  bring  many  of  the 
facilities  50  years,  100  years,  150  years 
in  age  back  into  sound  condition,  a 
substantial  achievement  for  a  school 
that  lacks  deep  financial  resources."  He 
talks  about  how  beneficial  it  has  been 
to  the  Academy  to  have  accelerated  the 
process  of  modernizing  and  expanding 
faculty  apartments,  to  have  ac- 
complished widespread  renovation  and 
health  and  safety  improvements  in  dor- 
mitories and  classrooms,  construction 
of  the  French  Student  Center  and  the 
Murphy-Frost  Arena  and  especially  to 
have  brought  to  fruition  the  forty-year 
effort  to  reroute  Elm  Street  away  from 
the  center  of  campus. 


He  takes  deep  satisfaction  in  the 
steadily  growing  financial  support  for 
the  Academy  from  alumni  and  friends; 
the  continued  strengthening  of  the  An- 
nual Fund  and  the  healthy  increase  in 
the  endowment  funds. 

As  to  the  future,  Mr.  Ragle  is 
sanguine.  He  sees  as  important  the 
development  of  stronger  programs  to 
support  professional  growth  in  the 
faculty,  commenting  often  that  "a 
school's  educational  program  is  only  as 
strong  as  its  faculty.  It  is,  therefore, 
equally  important  that  we  develop  a 
constructive  evaluation  system  to  en- 
courage and  support  professional 
growth.  We  must  continue  to  seek, 
recruit  and  retain  the  strongest  faculty 
possible." 

As  far  back  as  1964,  while  a  teacher 
of  English  in  the  Springfield,  Vermont 
public  schools,  Jack  Ragle  was  named 
to  the  national  Teacher  of  the  Year 
Honor  Roll  (an  award  of  the  Council  of 
Chief  State  School  Officers  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
and  Look  Magazine).  Since  1972  his 
commitment  to  youth,  to  educaton, 
and  to  those  with  whom  he  works  at 
Govenor  Dummer  has  continued 
unabated. 


A  Decade  of  Progress 

My  reflections  upon  a  decade  of 
working  with  Jack  Ragle  evoke  a  pic- 
ture of  thoughtful,  caring,  and  uncon- 
troversial  leadership. 

During  Jack's  tenure  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  work  with  him  in  my  role 
as  a  Trustee.  It  is  natural  and  to  be  ex- 
pected that  Trustees  and  Headmasters 
do  not  agreee  upon  policies  at  all  times. 
In  fact,  were  there  not  occasional 
spirited  disagreements,  then  it  is  likely 
that  Trustees  and  Headmasters  are  not 
performing  as  they  should. 

Jack  Ragle's  genius,  it  seems  to  me, 
lies  in  his  exceptional  ability  to  recon- 
cile differences  of  opinion,  simulta- 
neously preserving  constructive  rela- 
tionships and  providing  progressive 
solutions  to  problems  at  hand. 

The  focus  of  my  relationship  with 
Jack  has  most  often  involved  matters 
concerning  money  —  the  sometimes 
difficult  constraints  imposed  upon  our 
Headmaster  when  the  Trustees  set  the 
annual  operating  budget.  Jack  Ragle 
has  demonstrated  an  ability  to  accept 
such  constraints  and  yet  to  achieve  his 
academic  goals  with  consistency. 

The  time  of  Jack's  arrival  as  our 
Headmaster,  the  early  1970's,  was  one 
of  the  most  turbulent  social  periods  of 
the  20th  century.  Governor  Dummer, 
like  most  educational  institutions,  was 
affected  by  turbulence  and  unrest.  The 
times  were  anything  but  easy  for 
educational  leaders.  Jack  was  oil  upon 
the  water.  Our  pond  rapidly  was  calm- 
ed. How  is  it  that  a  battle  is  fought  yet 
when  it  is  over  the  participants  have  no 
scars?  If  that  is  magic,  then  it  sheds 
another  light  on  this  man. 

How  many  private  secondary 
schools  are  there  which,  during  the  last 
decade,  have  maintained  balanced 
operating  budgets,  expanded  academic 
programs,  nearly  doubled  en- 
dowments, more  than  tripled  annual 
giving,  and  had  the  number  of  ap- 
plicants for  enrollment  more  than  dou- 
ble? The  answer  —  very  few.  I  believe 
these  achievements  reflect  Jack's 
leadership  as  well  as  any.  Each  is  im- 
portant. In  sum  they  are  remarkable. 

My  tendency  to  verbosity  is  curbed 
by  the  limitations  of  space.  Jack  Ragle 
has  been  a  fine  headmaster.  I  am  proud 
of  our  association  and  challenged  by 
the  need  to  replace  so  capable  a  man.

Last  September  in  The  Archon  I  em- 
phasized the  benefits  to  Governor 
Dummer  from  the  successful 
"Milestones..."  capital  fund-raising 
campaign,  including  the  encourage- 
ment and  excitement  it  has  fostered 
both  on  and  off  campus.  We  are  still 
reaping  new  benefits  from  this 
generously  supported  effort  of  more 
than  three  years.  This  year  I  want  to 
address  the  question:  "To  what  do  all 
the  improvements  —  strengthened 
faculty  salaries,  the  expanded  and 
renewed  facilities,  the  increased  en- 
dowment —  to  what  ends  do  all  these 
lead?"  In  other  words,  how  well  are  we 
doing  in  educating  our  students? 

Homer  in  The  Iliad  gives  his 
catalogue  of  the  Greek  ships;  Walt 
Whitman  builds  his  poetry  through 
lists  of  images;  Carl  Sandburg  limns 
the  image  of  Chicago  by  example  piled 
on  example  in  his  poem  "Chicago."  I 
cite  these  as  solid  precedent  for  the 
"catalogue"  to  which  I  now  proceed  as 
partial  evidence  of  what  is  taking  place 
today  at  the  Academy.  Keep  in  mind 
that  Governor  Dummer  statedly 
aspires  "to  encourage  in  its  students 
self -discipline,  confidence  based  on 
solid  achievement,  fulfillment  through 
sensitivity  to  the  rights  of  others, 
personal  responsibility,  and  team- 
work." 

While  you  are  reading  this,  nearly  all 
of  the  87  members  of  the  Class  of  1982 


are  newly  embarked  upon  college 
careers  spanning  49  colleges  and 
universities.  The  sixteen  1982  inductees 
into  the  Cum  Laude  Society,  for  exam- 
ple, are  attending  Bates,  Bowdoin, 
Brown,  Carleton,  Colby,  Cornell  (2), 
Dartmouth  (2),  Haverford,  Lafayette, 
Lehigh,  Northwestern,  RPI,  Trinity, 
and  Washington  and  Lee.  I  confidently 
predict  that  at  least  five,  or  better  than 
5%,  of  the  Class  of  '83  will  shortly  be 
designated  as  Semifinalists  in  the 
National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying 
competition. 

1981-82  saw  many  high  attainments 
at  the  Academy.  A  number  of  them 
came  in  athletics,  which  continue  to 
hold  an  important  place  in  the  educa- 
tional philosophy  of  the  school.  Once 
again  the  boys'  varsity  basketball 
team,  though  not  undefeated  (and 
while  giving  substantial  playing  time  to 
all  ten  members),  won  against  stern 
competition  in  both  the  Independent 
School  League  and  the  New  England 
Preparatory  School  Class  "C"  cham- 
pionships. The  girls'  varsity  volleyball 
team  came  in  second  in  post-season 
championship  competition  and,  in  the 
process,  surpassed  the  only  two  teams 
to  defeat  them  in-season.  Heb  Evans's 
wrestlers,  with  no  individual  cham- 
pions counting  for  score,  by  deter- 
mined team  effort  in  what  is  usually 
thought  of  as  an  individual  sport  cap- 
tured the  Graves-Kelsey  Tournament 
championship. 

Not  only  do  students  through  the 
Community  Service  Program  continue 
to  serve  agencies  and  institutions  in  the 
Newburyport  area,  but  1982's  par- 
ticipants in  the  Senior  Spring  Term 
Projects  Program  contributed  —  and 
learned  —  in  a  wide  range  of  enter- 
prises. Two  senior  girls  conducted  and 
compiled  an  important  survey  of  alum- 
ni opinion  and  simultaneously  played  a 
significant  part  in  planning  the  events 
of  Reunion  Weekend.  Another  served 
as  an  aide  in  the  challenging  environ- 
ment of  a  school  for  displaced  and  dif- 
ficult children.  There  were  significant 


projects  in  art,  government,  alcohol 
education,  and  biology,  among  others. 

A  whole  series  of  triumphs  in  the 
arts,  individual  and  collective,  pro- 
moted pride  within  and  well  beyond 
the  school  community.  Music  from 
classical  to  jazz  and  rock,  instrumental 
(including  electronic)  and  vocal,  over  a 
sequence  of  recitals  engendered  high 
enthusiasm.  A  thoroughly  entertaining 
senior-directed  spring  production  of 
"Love  through  the  Ages"  followed 
upon  the  winter  musical  "Godspell," 
which  had  drawn  universal  raves.  The 
Spring  Term  saw  a  trio  of  exhibits,  in 
the  Parsons  Gallery,  of  student  paint- 
ings and  drawings,  sculpture  and 
photography. 

An  active  women's  discussion  group 
made  up  largely  of  girls  and  of  women 
faculty  members,  but  welcoming  male 
members  of  the  community,  addressed 
itself  constructively  to  questions  of 
unmet  needs  of  females  at  Governor 
Dummer,  as  well  as  to  ways  in  which 
women  can  contribute  further  in  the 
community.  The  Academy  continues 
to  participate  in  an  exchange  of 
students  with  the  Gymnasium  am 
Heimgarten  of  Ahrensburg  in  West 
Germany  and  to  offer  through  the  sup- 
port and  generosity  of  a  Washington 
D.C.  alumnus  and  his  family  a  rare 
Washington  experience  to  a  select 
group  of  students. 

Far  less  easy  to  summarize  than  pro- 
grams and  group  accomplishments, 
each  of  which  has  its  implications  for 
the  quality  of  education  taking  place 
here  is  what  happens  in  and  for  the 
lives  of  individual  students. 

Some  examples:  A  boy  already  an 
acknowledged  leader  among  his  peers, 
in  one  year  leap-frogs  thirty  places  in 
academic  class  rank,  graduating  nearly 
at  the  top  of  his  class,  a  member  of 
Cum  Laude,  having  gained  admission 
to  a  major  midwest  university. 
Another,  nearly  dead-last  in  his  class 
as  a  sophomore,  with  less  native  talent 
as  a  student  than  many  others,  never- 
theless surges  past  half  his  class  in  his 


junior  year.  A  boy  and  girl  whose  ad- 
missions to  the  Academy  were 
borderline  —  delightful  and  attractive 
young  people  —  show  their  mettle  by 
doggedly  achieving,  not  spectacularly 
but  well,  in  the  face  of  unremitting 
competition.  A  girl  whose  citizenship 
and  attitude  as  a  freshman  threatened 
her  continuance  in  the  school  emerges 
by  her  senior  year  a  valued  contributor 
and  a  serious  student.  A  loner  and  a 
lonely  boy  in  his  first  year  steps  into  a 
position  of  leadership  by  his  third, 
rapidly  climbing  in  the  respect  of  his 
peers  and  of  the  faculty. 

This  handful  of  real  and  recent  cases 
but  represents  what  can  come  to  pass 
in  the  Governor  Dummer  of  today; 
they  and  a  gratifying  multiplicity  of 
other  individual  stories  confirm  the 
strength  of  the  educational  climate  in 
the  Academy.  All  of  the  steadily  grow- 
ing support  which  the  school  is  ex- 
periencing —  the  improvement  of 
facilities  and  of  opportunities,  the  com- 
mitment from  a  sound  and  versatile 
faculty,  from  Trustees,  from  a  swelling 
constituency  of  alumni  and  friends  — 
all  of  these  assets  to  and  attributes  of 
the  Academy  find  their  justification  in 
the  learning  and  the  lives  of  the  young 
people  who  attend  Governor  Dummer.

Academic  Affairs 

Richard  N.  Leavitt

From  the  vantage  point  of  this  office, 
1981-82  was  another  very  satisfactory 
year  for  the  Academy.  At  midyear,  in 
fact,  we  all  thought  the  year  was  going 
too  well  to  be  true!  The  student  body 
worked  hard  and  was  full  of  fun. 
They  showed  strength  and  concern  for 
their  school.  The  faculty,  too,  was 
both  giving  and  caring.  All  programs 
had  their  successes.  The  number  of 
students  lost  remained  as  minimally 
low  as  was  true  last  year.  Entrance 
scores  and  college  board  results  have 
maintained  the  highest  level  achieved 
in  the  last  few  years.  The  College 
Guidance  Office  was  pleased  with  the 
placement  of  this  graduating  class. 
And  the  faculty  sensed  the  financial 
health  of  the  Academy:  the  successful 
conclusion  of  the  "Milestones"  Cam- 
paign was  followed  by  a  record-setting 
annual  fund  and  successful  special 
funding  efforts.  Even  so,  all  concerned 
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continued  to  examine,  question  and 
formulate  ways  of  striving  for  im- 
provement rather  than  resting  on 
laurels. 

The  list  of  faculty  and  special  faculty 
and  staff  for  1981-82  included  nine  new 
names,  although  five  were  already 
familiar  to  us  on  opening  day  in 
September.  They  were  an  experienced 
group,  and  filled  their  positions  well 
and  maintained  the  balance  and  stabili- 
ty the  faculty  has  developed  in  the  past 
four  or  five  years. 

Changes  in  the  1981-82  curriculum 
were  minor.  Cultural  history  was 
woven  into  the  ninth-grade  English 
syllabus  to  reinforce  the  efforts  made 
with  all  freshmen  in  the  Introduction  to 
Fine  Arts  requirement.  A  greater  ef- 
fort, too,  was  made  to  expose  all 
English  students  to  live  performances 
of  literary  works  studied.  Trips  to  film 
and  stage  productions  in  Boston  were 
supplemented  by  an  MIT  production 
of  Macbeth  in  Thompson  Auditorium. 
Students  were  also  encouraged  more 
today  to  have  their  writing  published 
in  any  one  of  several  vehicles  on  cam- 
pus. 

The  four -year  trend  of  97%  of  the 
school  enrolling  in  mathematics 
courses  continued.  Increased  interest 
amongst  students  and  instructors  in  the 
computer  and  its  applications  was  in 
evidence  again.  We  are  looking  to  the 
arrival  of  our  extended  facility  to  ac- 
commodate the  present  heavy  demand 
and,  possibly,  the  offering  of  an  ad- 
vanced programming  course. 

In  addition  to  the  special  efforts  of 
the  English  Department  mentioned 
above,  other  special  events  used  to 
enrich  the  curriculum  included  several 
lectures  on  economics  and  nuclear 
arms  issues  sponsored  by  the  History 
Department  and  the  Civic  Service 
Education  Foundation.  And  several 
outside  performers  in  music  appeared 
on  our  stage.  The  Theatre  Group  of 
Newburyport  established  a  close  rela- 
tionship with  us  for  teaching  and  per- 
forming purposes. 

1981-82  was  an  exciting  and  produc- 
tive year,  and  in  these  days  of  planning 
fall  schedules,  it  is  satisfying  to  recall 
the  positive  atmosphere  which  wrapped 
up  the  Academy's  219th  school  year. 
The  summer  months  have  been  busy  in 
their  own  right,  with  extensive 
building  and  renovations  occuring  on 
campus.  As  usual,  there  are  the  hopes 
for  new  scholastic  opportunities  —  a 
separate  Advanced  Placement  Pro- 
gram in  computer  science  in  the  near 
future.  In  all,  life  will  seem  a  bit  more 
complete  with  the  arrival  this 
September  of  the  new  and  old  young 
men  and  women. 


Student  Affairs 

Robert  H.  Colgate

I  feel  that  1981-82  has  been  a  suc- 
cessful year  for  the  Academy  and  for 
me  as  well.  I  understand  my  job  better 
and  recognize  more  of  the  problems 
and  concerns  of  the  students.  The  Class 
of  1982  enjoyed  notable  success  this 
year:  the  art  and  music  programs  con- 
tinued to  flourish;  women's  issues  on 
campus  have  been  responsibly  addressed 
by  a  group  of  concerned  girls  and 
faculty;  student  publications  have  been 
well  organized  and  led  by  dedicated 
seniors;  the  Community  Council  has 
become  a  strong  and  respected  voice  in 
campus  life;  three  seniors  have 
organized  a  drug /alcohol  avoidance 
peer-support  group;  and  the  social, 
athletic  and  drama  programs  continue 
to  enjoy  great  success  and  support. 

Three  key  issues  of  faculty-student 
concern  this  year  have  been:  honesty, 
drugs  and  alcohol,  and  communica- 
tion. The  faculty  began  the  year  deter- 
mined to  emphasize  the  concept  that 
honesty  is  the  central  thrust  of  the 
school's  rules.  Our  punishments  for 
violations  of  the  academic  honesty  rule 
—  plagiarism,  cheating,  etc.  —  were 
made  stiffer  so  that  they  were  brought 
in  line  with  the  punishments  for  other 
honesty-related  offenses  such  as  lying 
and  stealing.  One  result  has  been  that 
the  same  number  of  students,  about  ten 
to  twelve,  were  disciplined  for  viola- 
tions of  the  Honesty  rule  as  were 
punished  for  violation  of  the 
Drug /Alcohol  rule. 

Concern  over  the  student  use  of 
alcohol  has  been  studied  more  closely 
during  the  course  of  the  school  year. 
Efforts  have  stepped  up  to  involve 
parents  in  working  together  with  the 
faculty  and  students  to  develop  a  com- 
mon attitude  and  code  of  conduct  for 
Governor  Dummer  students  at 
weekend  parties.  The  Governor  Dum- 
mer Allies  sponsored  a  parents' 
meeting  led  by  the  Freedom  from 
Chemical  Dependency  Foundation  on 
Alcohol  and  Drug  dependency  in 
teenagers.  Since  many  of  our  boarding 
as  well  as  all  of  our  day  students  live 
within  close  proximity  of  Byfield,  there 


is  a  real  opportunity  for  all  of  us  to 
work  with  parents  toward  our  goals. 

The  third  issue,  communication,  has 
come  more  sharply  into  focus  as  the  ex- 
tent of  involvement  of  some  students 
with  alcohol  has  been  revealed.  It  is 
not  enough  for  the  faculty  to  enforce 
the  rules  when  they  encounter  viola- 
tions. I  feel  that  students  need  also  to 
take  responsibility,  not  necessarily  for 
rule  enforcement,  but  rather  for 
maintenance  of  a  climate  where 
alcohol  and  drug  abuse  is  not  accepted. 
Pride  in  school  and  self  should  over- 
come the  "live  and  let  live"  attitude 
that  too  often  now  prevails.  The 
Human  Relationships  and  Sexuality 
Seminars  which  began  this  spring  with 
juniors  and  seniors  greatly  enhanced 
communications . 

A  new  addition  to  this  area  is  a 
Labor  Day  Weekend  leadership 
seminar  for  key  members  of  the  Senior 
Class.  This  will  not  only  give  seniors  a 
greater  sense  of  responsibility  for  a  suc- 
cessful school  year,  but  also  open  lines 
of  communication  between  students 
and  faculty. 

I  continue  to  enjoy  outstanding  sup- 
port from  the  faculty.  Their  hard  work 
and  dedication  to  the  well-being  of  the 
Academy  was  a  vitally  important  fac- 
tor in  the  success  of  the  school  year. 
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College  Guidance

One  of  the  few  constants  in  the  field 
of  college  placement  remains  the  un- 
predictability of  admission  at  the  selec- 
tive colleges,  even  for  students  whose 
records  clearly  indicate  the  ability  to 
succeed.  Although  very  little  substan- 
tive statistical  difference  existed  be- 
tween the  classes  of  1980,  1981  and 
1982  in  terms  of  grades,  scores,  overall 
achievement  in  school  and  the  like,  ad- 
missions results  varied  enough  to  give 
me  a  headache  when  I  tried  to  figure 
what  factors  accounted  for  differences. 
For  the  Class  of  1980,  doubtful  and 
marginal  admissions  cases  seemed  to 
fall  almost  invariably  in  our  favor;  for 
1981  practically  no  such  cases  dropped 
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on  our  "side  of  the  fence";  while  the 
Class  of  1982  again  swung  back 
favorably  in  terms  of  admissions 
results.  Having  braved  this  situation 
with  some  frustration  for  a  dozen 
years,  I  have  turned  the  direction  of  the 
College  Guidance  Program  over  to  Bob 
Clagett,  although  I  will  continue  to 
assist  him  while  devoting  most  of  my 
time  and  effort  to  the  classroom  and 
the  athletic  field. 

Bowing  out  with  the  Class  of  1982 
was  a  considerable  pleasure  because 
their  overall  admissions  results  were 
rewarding.  Most  of  the  class  was  ad- 
mitted to  and  will  be  attending  top 
quality  colleges  and  universities,  near- 
ly ten  percent  to  Ivy  League  institu- 
tions and  another  twenty  percent  to  the 
"top-of-the-line"  smaller  colleges. 
Many  of  the  'less  fortunate"  actually 
will  attend  colleges  of  their  first  or 
second  choice  or  in  fact  "turned  down" 
offers  of  admission  at  more  prestigious 
institutions  for  personal  or  financial 
reasons.  Impossible  as  it  is  to  satisfy 
every  individual  in  a  given  class,  the 
overall  results  for  the  Class  of  1982 
were  satisfying  to  all  of  us  who  were 
closely  associated  with  the  college 
placement  process.  My  congratulations 
to  the  entire  group,  and  my  best  wishes 
to  Bob  in  his  continuing  efforts  to  find 
the  "right  college"  for  as  many  students 
as  possible  in  a  class,  which  has  essen- 
tially been  my  goal  since  I  began  to 
work  in  this  field  to  take  the  pressure 
off  Ben  Stone. 

Prospects  for  Bob  Clagett 's  first  year 
as  Director  of  College  Guidance  look 
very  good  indeed,  since  the  Class  of 
1983  contains  some  of  the  highest- 
scoring  students  since  the  late  1960's 
and  early  1970s.  No  one  should  expect 
miraculous  placement  results  for  that 
reason  alone,  especially  for  members 
of  the  class  who  are  not  nearly  so 
strong  statistically,  but  usually  a 
strong  and  active  top  echelon  indicates 
that  the  class  will  be  judged  strong  by 
college  representatives  and  its  members 
will  fare  well  in  the  selective  college  ad- 
missions process.  Even  the  high  scoring 
students  must  remember,  however, 
that  other  factors  always  influence  ad- 
mission at  the  most  competitive  institu- 
tions, and  they  must  both  produce 
strongly  in  their  studies  and  must  show 
other  abilities  as  well  if  they  are  to 
guarantee  accomplishment  of  their 
ultimate  admissions  goals. 

I  have  greatly  enjoyed  my  tenure  in 
charge  of  the  college  placement  pro- 
gram and  am  happy  to  have  this  op- 
portunity to  express  my  appreciation 
to  all  who  made  my  work  enjoyable. 


Admissions  Report 

Michael  A.  Moonves

The  1981-82  year  in  admissions  was 
a  busy  one  indeed.  Statistically,  it  was 
the  best  in  the  Academy's  history.  A 
twenty  percent  increase  was  seen  in  the 
number  of  families  who  visited  the 
campus  and  in  the  number  of  final  ap- 
plications received.  These  increases  in 
themselves  are  heartwarming  and  note- 
worthy. More  important,  however,  is 
the  very  positive  feeling  that  we  in  ad- 
missions have  about  the  talents  and 
strengths  of  the  new  students  who  will 
be  joining  us  in  September. 

While  the  number  of  new  students 
remains  the  same  as  in  the  past,  there 
will  be  a  significant  change  in  our 
boarding  population  this  year.  As  part 
of  the  overall  increase  in  the  demand 
for  places  at  Governor  Dummer,  there 
has  been  a  steady  upsurge  in  interest  in 
boarding  girl  candidates.  To  disregard 
this  fact  would  have  created  an  in- 
equitable situation,  because  we  would 
have  been  forced  to  turn  away  a  good 
number  of  well  qualified  young  women 
simply  because  of  space  limitations. 
Therefore,  the  decision  was  made  to 
use  the  Farmhouse  (previously  a 
freshmen  boys'  dorm)  as  a  girls'  dorm. 
With  a  boarding  capacity  of  199  the 
composition  for  1981-82  was  143  boys 
and  56  girls;  for  1982-83  it  will  be.  133 
boys  and  66  girls. 

With  the  new  admissions  season 
already  upon  us,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  the  independent  school  industry  is 
thriving.  The  latest  figures  in  reports 
from  The  National  Association  of  In- 
dependent Schools  show  that  enroll- 
ment for  member  schools  is  at  its 
highest  level  ever.  The  immediate 
future,  then,  is  bright,  for  projections 
point  to  more  and  more  families  look- 
ing seriously  into  independent  schools 
for  their  children.  Even  though  this  is 
the  case,  we  must  not  sit  back  and  con- 
tinually expect  a  seller's  market. 
Through  the  1960's  the  industry  was  in 
great  shape,  but  in  the  early  1970's  in- 
terest in  independent  schools 
waned, and  some  schools  were  even 
forced  to  close.  It  is  imperative, 
therefore,  that  those  of  us  who  have  a 
stake  in  schools  such  as  Governor 
Dummer  work  harder  than  ever  to 
strive  for  excellence.

In  last  year's  report  I  stated  "the  re- 
maining years  of  the  80's  should  prove 
to  be  exciting  and  challenging!"

Dormitory. 

6.  Renovation  of  Perkins  Dormitory- 
Phase  I. 

7.  Final  design  of  hockey  rink  locker 
rooms. 

8.  Preliminary  design  work  on  new 
Art  Center. 

9.  New    road    surface    for    Middle 
Road. 

10.  New    updated    switchboard    and 
telephone  system. 

11.  Proposed  renovation  of  Boynton 
House. 

While  all  of  the  above  will  improve 
our  facilities,  nothing  will  have  more 
impact  upon  the  school  than  the 
changes  being  made  in  Perkins  Dor- 
mitory. The  older  section  of  the  dor- 
mitory was  completely  gutted  and  new 
faculty  apartments,  new  bathrooms, 
lounge  area  and  dormitory  rooms  were 
constructed  under  the  first  of  two 
phases.

In  presenting  these  pie  charts  and  income  graphs,  it  is  important  to  note  the  following  percentages  for  comparison:  annual 
giving  at  other  comparative  independent  schools  averages  approximately  12%;  endowment  per  student  at  GDA  is  approx- 
imately $11,000  whereas  the  norm  at  comparative  secondary  schools  is  $27,000  per  student.  Governor  Dummer  must  continue 
to  increase  annual  giving  support  and  endowment  and  be  less  dependent  upon  tuition,  even  though  tuition  is  at  the  median  of 
independent  schools.  On  the  expense  side  our  funding  by  area  is  comparable  to  other  schools.

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I  am 
able  to  report  significant  progress  in  at- 
taining new  records  for  the  1981-82 
Governor  Dummer  Annual  Fund.  We 
finished  the  year  ending  June  30,  1982 
with  an  overall  total  of  $250,646,  com- 
bined unrestricted  and  restricted  gifts. 

1981-82  proved  again  to  show  strong 
support  among  Governor  Dummer 
alumni,  parents,  past  parents  and 
friends,  achieving  a  total  of  $236,186 
unrestricted  gifts,  substantially  above 
our  goal  of  $200,000,  and  a  22%  in- 
crease of  $42,541  over  the  1980-81 
fund. 

Perhaps  the  most  exciting  news  to 
report  is  that  our  overall  percentage  of 


participation  reached  42.1%,  ex- 
ceeding our  goal  of  40%.  This  achieve- 
ment is  of  the  utmost  importance  when 
GDA  competes  for  support  from  foun- 
dations and  grants.  Our  average  alum- 
ni gift  broke  through  the  $100  mark  to 
a  new  high  of  $119. 

Much  of  the  credit  for  the  success  of 
the  1981-82  Annual  Fund  goes  to  a 
hard-working,  enthusiastic  group  of 
Class  Agents.  A  number  of  classes 
showed  strong  progress,  both  in  terms 
of  dollars  contributed,  as  well  as 
percentage  of  participation.  There  is  no 
question  that  the  fall  and  spring 
phonathons  contributed  a  great  deal  to 
our  success.  I  want  to  thank  those 
alumni  and  students  who  helped  out 
this  year  in  Byfield,  Boston,  New  York 
and  Portland. 

As  a  final  note,  I  would  personally 
like  to  thank  Stuart  Chase,  Director  of 
Development  and  Ben  Snyder,  the 
Associate  Director,  for  their 
enthusiastic  support  and  assistance 
during  the  year.  Ben  will  be  leaving  to 
attend  graduate  school  this  fall.  His 
contribution  over  the  past  two  years 
has  meant  a  great  deal  to  all  of  us  who 
have  worked  to  achieve  success  on 
behalf  of  Governor  Dummer.

As  you  will  recall,  the  1980-81 
Parents  Fund  Campaign  under  the 
leadership  of  Edward  T.  O'Dell,  Jr. 
P'81,  '84,  set  new  standards  by  increas- 
ing parent  support  to  the  Annual  Fund 
by  300%  to  a  new  high  of  $63,769.  The 
1981-82  Parents  Fund  Committee 
undertook  the  difficult  challenge  of 
surpassing  that  fine  performance  by 
setting  its  goal  at  $70,000. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and 
gratitude  to  all  those  who  participated, 
both  through  their  gifts  and  hard 
work,  that  I  report  the  results  of  our  ef- 
forts. As  of  June  30,  1982  parent  con- 
tributions to  the  Annual  Fund  had  sur- 
passed our  stated  goal  with  $72,880 


when  including  gifts  from  alumni  who 
are  parents,  matching  gifts,  and 
restricted  gifts. 

While  we  missed  our  goal  of  70% 
participation,  we  did  manage  to  in- 
crease this  very  important  statistic  as 
well  from  58  %  to  an  outstanding  68  % . 
A  most  important  point  to  note,  is  that 
the  Parents  Fund  simply  matured  this 
year  by  adding  several  new  ideas  and 
concepts  to  the  already  solid  base  that 
was  developed  by  last  year's  commit- 
tee. I  am  confident  that  this  trend  will 
continue  to  assure  a  strong  growth  to 
the  Parents  Fund  in  the  years  ahead. 

The  success  of  this  campaign  would 
obviously  not  have  been  achieved 
without  the  generosity  of  the  entire 
parent  body,  nor  without  the  many 
hours  spent  by  a  very  enthusiastic  and 
hard  working  solicitation  committee.
